Community are on track to bring 
back the Island’s paddling pool 


THE old tidal pad¬ 
dling pool that was 
cradled on the 
rocks of Whitmore 
Bay, Barry Island 
for more than 40 
years is likely to 
rebuilt - thanks to 
a community 
organisation which 
says it will take 
responsibility for it. 

The Vale Council and 
Welsh Assembly 

Government indicated 
their support for the 
project, on condition 
that the community 
would take on the role 
of running the attraction 
and find funding for it. 

Governors at the 
Island’s primary school 


and members of the 
community have agreed 
to take on the scheme as 
part of a wider vision, 
which includes the 
regeneration of Nells 
Point as a centre for 
tourism and education. 

A not for profit com¬ 
munity interest compa¬ 
ny called @ Barry Island 
is now seeking to attract 
funding to rebuild the 
pool. 

Howard Metcalfe, the 
chair of @BarryIsland 
and Commodore of the 
Barry Yacht Club, 
emphasised: “A public 
meeting showed once 
again that there is strong 
community support for 
recreating a paddling 
pool on the rocks 
beneath Friars Point.

“We need people who 
will help raise money 
for the insurance and 
we need people who 


will check the pool.” 

@BarryIsland has 
teamed up with the 
regeneration company 
United Welsh Housing 
Association, which 
would build the pool, in 
a bid to the Barry 
Regeneration Board for 
funding. Volunteers are 
drawing up a business 
strategy and a planning 
application. 

Local cafe owner 
Marco Zeraschi told 
The GEM that a rebuilt 
paddling pool would be 
another welcome piece 
in the jigsaw for Island 
tourism. 

“New attractions are 
good for the Island, and 


this would be some¬ 
where families could 
take young children to 
paddle and bathe in 
safety. 

“The last tidal pool 
was about two feet six 
inches at the deepest 
end, but with youngsters 
there has to be supervi¬ 
sion to avoid accidents. 

“If it goes ahead it 
would be another 
important ingredient in 
the recipe of Barry 
Island.” 

The original paddling 
pool was built by Barry 
Town Council during 
the 1930s to provide a 
safe place for children 
to bathe away from the 
sea and dangerous tides.

“Local residents and 
arts groups hoped to 
transform the church 
into an arts-space as 
Porthceri Arts Centre. 

“ There is an ongoing 
campaign for a heritage 
museum in the town,” 
Dr Johnson said. 

“Like many resi¬ 
dents, I am disappoint¬ 
ed that Barry does not 
have a cinema, a per¬ 
formance arts-space or 
a heritage museum. 

“This is a great 
opportunity for all 
groups to work togeth¬ 
er, and I know that 
some of them already 
have begun talks, to get 
a single venue which 
would be a huge attrac¬ 
tion for the town. 

“The £9m Barry 
regeneration fund, pro¬ 
vided by Plaid’s 
Minister for 

Regeneration Jocelyn 
Davies last year, should 
be used for major proj¬ 
ects which will make a 
difference in quality to 
the everyday lives of 
people in Barry. 

“In the meantime, a 
good start for the her¬ 
itage museum would be 
taking over a wing at 
the Dock Offices, open¬ 
ing one of Barry’s his¬ 
toric buildings up to the 
public to remind them 
of the town’s origins 
and development,” Dr 
Johnson added. 


Vale Council checks out the 
availability of local sites for 
travellers across the area

He commented: “I 
understand that the 
county council has to 
legally provide gypsy 
and traveller sites, and 
that they will probably 
be writing to all LDP 
candidate site pro¬ 
posers, but a gypsy site 
at this location could 
result in some tension 
between communities, 
visitors to the cemetery 
and allotment users. 

“Sites on the out¬ 
skirts of built-up areas, 
in a rural or semi-rural 
setting, may be more 
appropriate locations.” 

Mr Harkus pointed 
out: “A travellers’ site 
on this land would be 
insensitive to the gener¬ 
al public and the local 
community, including 
the gypsies and trav¬ 
ellers themselves. 

“The adjacent 
Cemetery Approach is a 
much loved attractive 
local facility despite it 
being neglected by the 
Vale Council. 

“Indeed, 11,300 peo¬ 
ple have previously 
signed a petition against 
housing development 
on this open space land. 
In addition, the allot¬ 
ments are well used and 
nurtured by local enthu¬ 
siasts. 


“A permanent or 
transit gypsy site on the 
east of Cemetery Road 
would be disrespectful 
to the scale and feeling 
for this public amenity, 
dominate the attractive 
urban environment and 
the settled community 
around it, and place 
undue pressure on the 
local infrastructure.” 

Mr Harkus added: “A 
simple desk assessment 
by Vale Council offi¬ 
cials should have been 
sufficient to recognise 
these obvious obstacles 
and sensitivities without 
the need to involve the 
Town Council.” 

Rob Thomas, the 
head of planning and 
transportation, stressed 
the council has a duty 
to provide land through 
its LDP for gypsies and 
travellers. He explained: 
“This is a requirement 
that has been set down 
by the Welsh Assembly 
Government and the 
council has identified 
that there is a need to 
provide such a site - or 
sites - in the Vale. 

“As part of ongoing 
work on the LDP, the 
Vale Council has writ¬ 
ten to all individuals 
and organisations who 
have put forward pro¬ 
posals for land (these 
are commonly referred 
to as candidate sites), 


seeking feedback as to 
whether those individu¬ 
als or organisations 
would consider the use 
of their proposed (or 
candidate) site for the 
provision of a traveller 
site.” 

Mr Thomas went on: 
“As is made clear in the 
letter, this is an initial 


investigation with the 
aim of compiling a 
database of sites, which 
will then need further 
consideration and 
analysis. No decisions 
have been made as to 
which, if indeed any, of 
the sites that come for¬ 
ward will be appropri¬ 
ate and this will be a 


matter for further 
assessment.” 

He added: “I can also 
confirm that the land at 
Cemetery Road has not 
been singled out for any 
special treatment as all 
those who submitted 
candidate sites have 
received the letter in 
question.”

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COUNTDOWN TO THE COUNT... 

Candidates prepare for 
one last push in Assembly 
election battle in the Vale 


CAMPAIGNING for the 
Assembly elections on May 
5 moves into its final week 
today, and The GEM asked 
the four Vale candidates for 
their thoughts on how 
things were going so far. 

In a seat which is generally 
regarded as a two-horse race, 
Labour’s Jane Hutt is defending a 
slim majority over the 
Conservatives. 

In 2007, the present Vale 
Council Leader, Coun Gordon 
Kemp, finished just 83 votes 
behind. 

That year, Jane Hutt polled 
11,515, compared to Coun 
Kemp’s 11,432. Plaid Cymru were 
third on 4,671, with the Lib-Dems 
fourth on 3,758. 

Also in the mix in 2007 was 
UKIP, for whom Kevin Mahoney 
polled 2,310. This year, Mr 
Mahoney is standing as a UKIP 
regional candidate. 

One imponderable this time 
around is where those UKIP votes 
will go in the Vale. 

The four contenders are: Jane 
Hutt (Labour); Angela Jones- 
Evans (Conservative); Dr Ian 
Johnson (Plaid Cymru) and 
Damien Chick (Lib-Dem). 

Not surprisingly, all the candi¬ 
dates felt their campaigns were 
going well, and were keen to 
praise all those who were working 
enthusiastically for them. 

The GEM asked which issues 
were attracting the most attention 
‘on the doorstep’ - and found Jane 
Hutt and Ian Johnson almost word 
for word on this one, citing “jobs 
and the economy” as the big talk¬ 
ing point. 

For Angela Jones-Evans, the 
big issues varied from place to 
place. She cited tourism and the

loss of the town’s cinema in Barry, 
and said that Rhoose residents 
were concerned about the airport. 
In the western Vale, among other 
worries, residents were worried 
about drilling for gas. 

Damien Chick, the Lib-Dem 
candidate, told The GEM that he 
had found that the main issue on 
the doorstep had been the failure 
of the Labour-Plaid coalition in 
the Assembly to make good on 
their election promises. 

No matter how much planning, 
polling and market research that 
parties do, there is always one 
issue that catches the politicians 
by surprise, so The GEM asked 
the candidates what subject had 
crept up on the blind side. 

Ian Johnson said that he was 
surprised by the strength of feeling 
among voters about wanting more 
local control. 

He said: “ I’ve found that the 
biggest source of frustration has 
been when decisions have been 
taken out of local people’s hands - 
such as the cinema or the inciner¬ 
ators on Barry Dock - and there is 
no way of changing it for the ben¬ 
efit of the community.” 

Jane Hutt also reported that this 
year, matters close to home have 
been generating a great deal of 
heat. 

She said: “Local issues have 
come to the forefront, such as the 
threat of gas drilling in Llandow 
and the loss of the cinema in 
Barry.” 

Angela Jones-Evans, however, 
reported that another issue was 
high on the agenda. She said: “I 
have been surprised - in a positive 
way - by the overwhelming 
strength of feeling against AV (the 


Alternative Vote) in the con¬ 
stituency. I am the only Assembly 
candidate for the Vale who is 
opposed to this complicated fudge 
of a voting system.” 

Damien Chick said that he was 
also surprised (again in a good 
way) by the readiness of voters to 
engage with Lib-Dem policies. 

The GEM also asked if the final 
fortnight of campaigning was 
being disrupted by the number of 
bank holidays - two over the 
Easter weekend, and another two 
this coming Friday and Monday. 

The candidates, it seemed, were 
all keen to accentuate the positive. 

Jane Hutt commented: “The 
bank holidays affect all political 
party campaigning - but they do 
provide an opportunity to share in 
festivities and celebrations.” 

Angela Jones-Evans said: “We 
have made a point of trying not to 
disturb people on Sundays and 
during the bank holidays, and 
have thoroughly enjoyed cam¬ 
paigning in this glorious weather, 
which has provided such a wel¬ 
come boost for local tourism.” 

Ian Johnson said: “I feel the 
bank holidays interrupted the 
national campaign far more than 
anything locally. 

“With the weather having been 
so good last weekend, and hope¬ 
fully this weekend as well, it actu¬ 
ally provides different opportuni¬ 
ties to get out there and meet vot¬ 
ers in the sunshine, down at the 
park or on the beach, rather than 
just the traditional meeting on the 
doorstep.” 

It was the same for Damien 
Chick, who felt that the holidays 
had not disrupted the campaign, 
but had been a good way to get out 
and meet the electorate, and that 
the good weather had been a 
bonus. 


Gas test 
drilling 
approved 

THE go-ahead has 
been given for test 
drilling for shale 
gas to take place at 
an old colliery site. 

Bridgend planners 
have agreed to grant 
consent to UK Methane 
Ltd of Bridgend to drill 
and test the numarian 
shale and other strata at 
the site of the former St 
John ’5 Colliery at 
Cwmdu, Maesteg. 

The aim is to see if it 
is viable to extract the 
methane, or shale gas, 
as a clean energy 
source. 

The drilling will go 
down to about 2,500feet 
and samples will be test¬ 
ed on site and also in 
Aberdeen. After comple¬ 
tion, the borehole will be 
filled with a concrete 
plug. 

The operation will 
take about 14 weeks in 
total. Once drilling com¬ 
mences, the work will go 
on 24/7 - apart from 
bank holidays. 

The Environment 
Agency has been con¬ 
sulted and has raised no 
objections. 

However, objections 
were lodged by neigh¬ 
bouring farmers con¬ 
cerned about possible 
pollution to their wells 
and water sources plus 
fears about noise, traffic 
hazards and wear and 
tear on the roads. 

Council officers rec¬ 
ommended granting con¬ 
sent because the devel¬ 
opment complied with 
council policy and would 
not significantly harm 
neighbours’ amenities so 
as to warrant refusal.

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PENARTH FATHER 
DIES IN M4 HARD 
SHOULDER CRASH 


A PENARTH man died on 
Easter Monday after a col¬ 
lision on the hard shoulder 
of the M4 near Pencoed.

Mr Cox was a Dragon 
Recovery breakdown driver and 
lived in Penarth with his wife 
Louisa, three-year-old daughter 
Caitlin, and 15-year-old stepson 
Dean. 

Paying tribute to Richard, 
Louisa said: “ Rich was a devoted

"Why I am upbeat about economy’ 


B Y the time this col¬ 
umn is published, 
the UK growth fig¬ 
ures will have been 
announced. 

These statistics are key and 
will indicate whether George 
Osborne is taking us on the right 
road, or that the measures to 
reduce government debt are fail¬ 
ing to have the desired effect. 

If there is economic growth, 
then he will gain confidence and 
businesses and consumers will 
respond positively. 

If the figures are negative, 
then technically we will have 
.. fallen back into recession. 

From meeting and speaking 


with businesspeople and individ¬ 
uals, I am upbeat - and hope that 
I won’t regret my optimism (and 
feel a little foolish) within a day 
or so of writing this article! 

Estate agents in Barry, 
Cowbridge and Llantwit Major 
tell me that they are noticing 
movement in the market. 
Business lawyers advise me that 
they are starting to make deals 
again. Clearly, neither are in the 
same volumes or even values as 
previously, but I believe that we 
are making progress. 

Readers will be aware that we 
are paying £120m a day in inter¬ 
est on the nation’s debt. Anyone 
who runs a home, business or 
charity knows that such a situa-

tion is unsustainable. 

Over the last 10 years, Wales 
has become the poorest part of 
the UK. Wealth figures (GDP) 


show that we now score worse 
than the north east of England 
and Northern Ireland. 

The recent budget proposed 
enterprise zones to support the 
areas that need the greatest sup¬ 
port. I hope that whoever wins 
the elections to the National 
Assembly will adopt this policy. 

I want Barry to be the first 
part of Wales to benefit from 
reduced business rates and taxa¬ 
tion, less red tape and greater 
investment. This approach is 
aimed at freeing up business to 
generate wealth, rather than sim¬ 
ply pumping grants into compa¬ 
nies. 

A New Enterprise Allowance 
scheme, that worked successful¬ 


ly in the 1980s has been 
launched in Merseyside and will 
be rolled out across the UK later 
this year. 

This will give a significant 
boost to people wishing to start 
up their own businesses, if they 
have been unemployed for more 
than six months. 

April also brought a signifi¬ 
cant change to welfare policy. 
Under the previous arrange¬ 
ments, some people were less 
well off working than claiming 
benefits. 

Iain Duncan Smith has won 
plaudits from charitable groups 
far and wide for his changes. 
People will be better off in work 
than on benefits and those who 


feel they can’t work, will be 
given the right sort of support to 
adapt to employment. 

Naturally, those whose dis¬ 
abilities prevent them from 
working will be protected. 

I have raised the plight of 
those with variable illnesses, 
particularly those with mental 
health issues to ensure they 
receive the protection they need. 

Clearly, there is a long way to 
go but with (hopefully) an ele¬ 
ment of economic recovery and 
the right sort of support for peo¬ 
ple and business, it will not only 
be the royal wedding that will 
lift our spirits - but our econom¬ 
ic prospects, too! J 


MEN’S FORUM GETS INSIDER’S 
VIEW OF THE BERLIN AIRLIFT 


THE speaker at the 
last meeting of 
Barry Men’s forum 
was Mr Gordon 
Edmunds who was 
actually present 
during the dramat¬ 
ic events described 
below, while sta¬ 
tioned as an RAF 
fitter in Lubeck. 


Gordon commenced 
his talk by outlining the 
events that led to the 
necessity for the airlift 
in 1948. In his view, 
Stalin had made it per¬ 
fectly clear that he 
resented certain aspects 
of the Yalta and 
Potsdam agreements 
made between the victo¬ 
rious Allies before the 
war ended. 


He was particularly 
unhappy with the fact 
that Berlin, a city seven 
times larger than Cardiff 
and well within the 
Soviet control zone, 
was to have an Allied 
presence within it with 
the American, British 
and French govern¬ 
ments having control 
within their allocated

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In fact, since the 
Soviets controlled the 
whole of East Germany, 
it took some time for 
the Western Allies to be 
able to get through 
obstructed Soviet terri¬ 
tory to get to their sov¬ 
ereign areas of occupa¬ 
tion within the former 
German capital. 

Russian resentment at 
the situation continued 
to simmer and when 
Stalin learned that the 
West planned currency 
reform and the 
Establishment of a 
freely-elected govern¬ 
ment in West Germany, 
he ordered all roads 
leading from the west 
into Berlin to be closed. 

An early capitulation 
by the western powers 
was expected, and with 
only three weeks’ sup¬ 
ply of food left in cut¬ 
off Berlin, desperate 
measures had to be 
taken by the Allies. 

A huge and historic 
effort had to be made to 
keep the people of 
Berlin supplied by air 
and the speaker 
explained how this was 
done and revealed the 
amazing logistics 
behind the effort. 

A thousand tons of 
fuel and food were 
needed every day to 
keep the city supplied 
with the bare essentials, 
and at the height of the 
exercise one aircraft 
was landing in west 
Berlin every 32 sec¬ 
onds. 

German civilians 
unloading the cargo 
planes were expected to 
remove 10 tons of coal 
in under 10 minutes. 

Six hundred planes 
were available, with as 
many as 300 flying at 
peak periods at any one 
time. 

By the Spring of 
1949, it was obvious 
that the city had been 
saved from starvation 
and that the Allies 
would not capitulate. 

A reserve of 90 days 
food and fuel had been 
built up and Stalin had 
little choice but to open 
up the land routes into 
Berlin. 

There was much 
rejoicing and the 
Berliners showed their 
gratitude to those like 
our speaker who 
worked through a bitter 
winter in north 
Germany, servicing the 
vital aircraft that had 


performed the miracle 
of the Berlin Airlift.

After a fish and chip supper 
provided by Spiros of Cardiff, 
Dafydd, Ryan and Shane gath¬ 
ered on stage for a question and 
answer session. 

One of the first questions 
was about role models; all three 
are role models to future rugby 
stars - who did they look up to? 

Dafydd said Zinzan Brook, a 
hard, uncompromising forward 
yet with good hands and a drop 
goal expert to boot.

Ryan said Bakies Botha of 
South Africa, though Ian Gough 
was a nuisance in training, 
while Shane said Wayne 
Proctor, the Llanelli and Wales 
wing nicknamed ‘the scare¬ 
crow’ because of his low body 
mass index, who always seemed 
to play out of his skin when up 
against him. 

After a very entertaining 
episode, Adrian Davies thanked 
Mark Griffin, Bryan Godsell 
and Colin Owens of Llantwit 
for organising the evening 
which raised considerable funds 
for Dafydd’s testimonial year, 
which also supports Ty Hafan 
and the Ray Gravell and 
Friends Foundation. 

Certainly, the businessmen 
and women present and rugby 
folk and partners dug deep to 
support one of Welsh rugby’s 
unsung heroes, a great charac¬ 
ter, a great guy. 

Dafydd took the mic to 
express his thanks, unashamed¬ 
ly surprised by the strength of 
support given by those present. 
Dafydd was also pleased to 
receive a special Dragon 
momento to mark his visit to 
Llantwit. 

Although the official side of 
the evening ended, all the play¬ 
ers remained for a considerable 
time chatting, signing auto¬ 
graphs and posing for pictures. 

There were a few more sto¬ 
ries shared and Dafydd eventu¬ 
ally left the club, still smiling as 
broadly as when he first set foot 
in the club. 

Hopefully, he will now enjoy 
his future life with his family as 
a new career opens.

WHILE most of the 
group enjoyed their 
second trip walking 
the Pembrokeshire

Glamorganshire with the 
land having been given 
to Neath Abbey during 
the 12th century. 

Amongst the ruined 
walls and buildings 
stands the dovecot or 
columbarium which still 
has nesting boxes inside 
and the birds were used 
for the supply of meat 
during the Middle Ages 
when meagre diets need¬ 
ed supplementing. 

Joining part of 
Valeways Millennium 
Heritage Trail, the group 
followed the Nash Brook 
down through the pretty 
wooded Blaen-y-cwm 
into Cwm Nash and onto 
the beach. 

Walking in an easterly 
direction with an ebbing 
tide, sea mist enveloped 
the surrounding steep 
cliffs and the temperature 
dropped rapidly. 

Reaching Nash Point, 
the group clambered over 
rocks to stop for morning 
coffee at the seaward end 
of Cwm Marcross, where 
the sea was almost flat 
and eventually the sun 
returned. 

Climbing uphill, they 
made their way along the 
coastal path to the Nash 
Point lighthouses built 
following the tragic loss 
of life from the passenger 
steamer Frolic that ran 
aground in 1830. 

Many vessels over the 
years floundered on the 
six-mile Nash sandbank 


or the fierce rocky cliffs: 
following a public outcry 
two lighthouses were 
built in 1832 and naviga¬ 
tion buoys were attached 
to the sandbank. 

It did not stop vessels 
running aground totally, 
but it did warn of the hid¬ 
den dangers of this part 
of the Bristol Channel 
and on weekends in sea¬ 
son the main lighthouse 
is open to visitors. 

The group entered 
woodland covered with 
bluebells just before 
reaching St Donats 
Castle, which is built on 
Norman foundations and 
now houses Atlantic 
College that attracts stu¬ 
dents from all over the 
world. 

Turning inland, they 
emerged at Parc Farm, 
where they followed the 
new footpath diversion, 
then across several fields 
to Marcross Farm for a 
walk through some frisky 
young inquisitive cattle. 

Following the lane, 
they deviated through 
open fields as the tem¬ 
perature rose to reach 
Marcross. Passing the 
Church of the Holy 
Trinity, where a notice 
advises that the gate is 
secured to stop cows 
wandering into the 
churchyard, they went 
downhill by road and 
into woods above the 
Marcross Brook. 

Returning to Cwm 


Marcross, they climbed 
the cliff to gain a little 
breeze and enjoyed fine 
views of the Nash sand¬ 
bank that was partially 
uncovered whilst enjoy¬ 
ing a lunch break. 

The Iron Age fort that 
once stood there has been 
destroyed by cliff ero¬ 
sion. 

Crossing another stone 
stile, the group followed 
the cliff path, where gaps 
in the turf indicate how 
badly the cliffs are 
decaying and falling onto 
the beach below. 

Returning to Cwm 
Nash and the lovely 
shady Blaen-y-cwm that 
envelops the Nash 
Brook, the group 
returned by quiet lane to 
The Plough and Harrow 
which dates back to 1383 
and some members 
enjoyed a well deserved 
cool refreshing pint in 
the beer garden before 
the journey home.

T hose with a

Using spreadsheets 
for fun: THE GRID 


NEWS FROM 
PENARTH 
COMPUTER 
CLUB 


ONE of the marvellous 
things about computers is 
their sheer versatility. 

They have the potential to 
be great labour-saving 
devices - not just saving 
mental effort, but physical 
effort, too. 

A pet hate of mine is shuffling 
furniture around a room to see 
how it looks/fits. Instead, I now 
have fun on my machine, where 
I can eliminate most of the 
effort. 

All this can be done without 
special drawing software. Any 
spreadsheet application will do. I 
use Microsoft Excel, which is 
part of Microsoft Office. 

Some people ignore their 
spreadsheet facilities because 
they are vaguely aware that they 
are something to do with num¬ 
bers and sums, and they don’t 
do sums! 

It is true that they were devel¬ 
oped to do number crunching, 
and do it so well that we forget 
that it was the ‘killer applica¬ 
tion’ that gave impetus to the 
development of computers in the 


first place. Howard proceeded to 
show how useful they can be for 
drawing and planning. 

If you have a space and want 
to fit things into it, you first have 
to measure the space and the 
objects and jot the sizes down on 
a rough sketch. 

Turn the cells on a spread¬ 
sheet into A grid. Adjust the col¬ 
umn width to be, say 25 pixels, 
as follows. 

Put the cursor into the head¬ 
ing of column A. The cursor will 
change into a black down arrow; 
hold down the left mouse button 
and drag across the columns you 
wish to change. They will all be 
highlighted as selected. 

Now hover the cursor 
between any two highlighted 
column heads. 

It will appear as a heavy verti¬ 
cal line with a horizontal double¬ 
headed arrow. 

When you hold down the left 
mouse button, a little box will 
appear giving the column width 
as a number and (in brackets) as 
80 pixels. 

Still holding down the mouse 
button, drag the cursor to the left 
until the number of pixels 


changes to what you want. 

Release the mouse button and 
all the highlighted columns will 
be adjusted to the selected col¬ 
umn width. 

In a similar manner, the row 
height can be increased to the 
same 25 pixels and you have a 
perfect grid. 

You can use the squares to 
represent any size convenient for 
your project. 

They could be one centimetre; 
four-inches; one foot, or even 
one kilometre. 

Incidentally, you are now able 
to construct sheets of graph 
paper to meet any other needs 
you come across. 

You can change the size of the 
grid or even change its propor¬ 
tions by turning the squares into 
oblongs. 

With the grid all set, you are 
ready to start creating your 
objects using the magic of 
Autoshapes.

Cardiff and the Vale 
Athletics’ AA debt 
of gratitude to Gian

SPORT is a funny 
old pastime. 
Sometimes a good 
teacher can encour¬ 
age pupils to take 
part in a sport for 
years and years 
without any of 
them gaining recog¬ 
nition for an out¬ 
standing individual 
or team perform¬ 
ance, and then - 
BINGO! When you 
least expect it, out 
of the blue comes 
unexpected success. 

Many Vale residents 
as well as former and 
current pupils of 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School, 
will know of Mr Gian 
Williams, a member of 
the school’s PE depart¬ 
ment for more than 30 
years and a huge influ¬ 
ence on pupils taking 
part in and gaining suc¬ 
cess in a host of differ¬ 
ent sporting activities. 

For the last 10 years, 
Gian has been a huge 
supporter of the winter 
sportshall programmes, 
organised originally as a 
single championships by 
south Wales region and 
then, since 2005, by 
Cardiff & the Vale of 
Glamorgan Schools 
Athletics Association. 

At secondary schools, 
a sportshall programme 
includes competition for 
two age groups - under- 
13 (years 7 and 8) and 
under-15 (years 9 and 
10) - and a series of 
track and field events. 

For track events, 
‘reversaboards’ are 
placed at opposite ends 
of the hall. Athletes 
start from a line in the 
middle of the hall and 
race, in their lane, 
towards their 
reversaboard. When 
they arrive, they use the 
‘board’ to push off with 
a foot and change direc¬ 
tion, running back 
towards the reversaboard 
at the opposite end of 
the hall. Again, when 
they arrive, they com¬ 
plete a similar turn. 

When athletes arrive 
back at the starting line, 
they have completed one 
‘lap’. Normal competi¬ 
tion distances are two 
laps and four laps - the 
equivalent of normal 
sprint events - plus a six 
lap time-trial, and relays 
- 4 x 2 laps, 4x1 laps 
and a 2 athlete, 8 laps 
relay. 

On the field, there are 
standing long and triple 
jump events, a shot com¬ 
petition, speed bounce, a 
vertical jump and, for 
under-13 athletes, a high 
jump event. 

The under-13 age 
groups include both indi¬ 
vidual events and relays. 
There is an all-rounder 
competition at under-15, 
a bit like a cut down 
pentathlon. Teams are 
limited to six athletes 
and a reserve. From that 


six, a team is expected 
to field three athletes in 
each of the two events in 
a group, and there are 
three groups. For the 
boys the groups are 2 
laps or 4 laps, standing 
long or standing triple 
jump and shot or speed 
bounce. The girls com¬ 
peted over a similar for¬ 
mat with just one change 
- the vertical jump 
replaces the standing 
triple jump. 

Welsh Sportshall 
finals have been held 
since the early 90s, with 
a variety of different 
teams taking part. Since 
2005, the competition 
has been for eight teams, 
based on the eight 
schools’ districts. The 
winning team in each 
section at that Welsh 
event, plus any outstand¬ 
ing individuals, qualify 
to compete at the UK 
Finals, which were held 
for many years at the 
National indoor Arena in 
the centre of 
Birmingham but were 
transferred to what is 
now the FG Arena at the 
National Exhibition 
Centre in 2008. 

Gian Williams has 
been bringing 
Cowbridge pupils to 
local sportshall competi¬ 
tions for a decade or 
more, and there have 
been a number of win¬ 
ners - but qualifying for 
the UK Finals and mak¬ 
ing an impact there is a 
very different matter. 

Gian’s first trip to the 
UK Finals as a team 
manager for south Wales 
region was in 2003, 
when the under-13 boys 
team qualified - and 
there was a first-ever 
Cowbridge medallist. 
Year-8 pupil Huw 
Adams finished third in 
the 6 lap time-trial, to 
claim a bronze medal. 

In 2006, the Welsh 
Sportshall Finals were 
held at Deeside, in north 
Wales. As boys’ team 
manager, one of Gian’s 
decisions brought unex¬ 
pected success. A deci¬ 
sion to swop year-8 
Oliver Trotman’s field 
event from high jump to 
standing long jump 
resulted in a winning 
leap of 2.46 metres in 
the under-13 section, and 
brought a wild card invi¬ 
tation to compete at the 
UK Sportshall Finals. 

In 2007 and 2008, 
there were surprise wins 
in the under-15 boys 
sections for Cardiff and 
Vale Schools teams, 
largely made up of 
Cowbridge pupils, at the 
Welsh Sportshall Finals, 
but the teams struggled 
at the UK Finals finish¬ 
ing in bottom end of the 
12 competing teams. 

The one ‘golden 
moment’ came in 2007 
in unexpected fashion as 
Gian’s 2 boy, 8 lap relay 
team of Sam Conway 
and Konstantinas Karras 
finished first in the 8 


lap paarlauf relay 

Gian was back on the 
road to the UK Finals 
again in 2010, with a 
year-8 pupil. At the 
Cardiff & the Vale 
Schools championships, 
George Griffiths had 
won three events - the 2 
laps, standing long jump 
and high jump - but in 
the Welsh finals, he 
could only do one track 
event and one field 
event. As it is always 
more difficult to find 
good high jumpers, 
George was selected for 
the 2 laps and the high 
jump. He did not win 
either event, finishing 
second in both, but he 
was permitted to com¬ 
pete as a non scoring 
athlete in the standing 
long jump and produced 
a leap of 2.62 metres, 
which would have been 
good enough to win. 

That jump also earned 
him a trip, with Gian 
there to help, to the UK 
Sportshall Finals as a 
wild card entry - and the 
icing on the cake was a 
win with a best distance 
of 2.69 metres, a new 
Welsh under-13 
sportshall best. 

This year, the Welsh 
Sportshall Finals were 
held at Cwmbran right at 
the start of March and, 
with Gian again in 
charge, the boys’ teams, 
which included a num¬ 
ber of his Cowbridge 
pupils, gained unprece¬ 
dented success, winning, 
for the first time, both 
the under-13 and under- 
15 boys’ section, and 
providing the winner of 
the girls under-15 all- 
rounder, year-9 Claire 
Taylor (Radyr). 

The Cardiff & the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools’ Athletics 
Association owes a huge 
debt of gratitude to Gian 
for stepping forward to 
organise the team man¬ 
agers, the team officials 
and the team members to 
compete at the Aviva 
UK Sportshall Finals in 
early April - and the 
squad enjoyed undreamt 
of success at the most 
prestigious event that it 
can aspire to compete at. 

At under-13, year-8 
Tom Trotman just 
missed out on a gold 
medal in the high jump. 
He cleared the winning 
height of 1.63 metres but 
had to settle for silver on 
a poorer countback of 
performances. 

There was better news 
at under-15. In a slight¬ 
ly shorter hall than 
Cwmbran, George 
Griffiths and year-10 
team-mate Ellis-Wyn 
Benham (YG Glantaf) 
produced outstanding 2 
lap performances at 20.9 
seconds to share third 
place bronze medals. 

George went on to 
improve his standing 
long jump from 2.69 to 
2.82 metres, not enough 
to better the winning 


leap of 2.96 metres set 
by Curtis Mitchell 
(Lancashire) but good 
enough to share second 
place with Seanie Henry 
of Donegal. That dis¬ 
tance also equalled the 
Welsh best set by Chuka 
Enih Snell (West 
Glamorgan), one of the 
brightest young high 
jumpers produced by 
Wales, in 1999. 

Those two events 
earned George a total of 
190 points - 93 for the 2 
laps and 97 for the 
standing long jump. The 
one minor blemish came 
in the shot event. An on 
the day best of 11.04 
metres was only good 
enough for ninth place, 
and 84 points but it 
would have needed an 
improvement on his 
Welsh Sportshall per¬ 
formance of 11.52 
metres to get a points 
boost. Something to 
work on for next winter! 

A final points score of 
274 earned the 
Cowbridge year-9 an 
undreamed of overall 
third place, the first of 
the scorers for a team, 
with two individuals fig¬ 
uring ahead of him. For 
good measure he gained 
revenge over year-10 
Connor Faverty (North 
West Wales). 

If anyone thought that 
there could be no further 
medals, they were 
wrong. The 4 x 2 lap 
relay squad, which 
included George, Elis 
and Aymen Abdullah 
(Cardiff High) qualified 
from their heat with the 
slowest of the six final¬ 
ists, 84.84 seconds, but 
upped their performance 
in the final to clock 
83.80 seconds, finishing 
second just 0.5 of a sec¬ 
ond behind Birmingham. 

Fastly, there were the 
final scores. The best 
ever local performance 
was that South Wales 
under-13 boys’ team in 
2003. They finished 
fifth. This year’s Cardiff 
& the Vale under-13s 
could not match that - 
they finished ninth - but 
the under-15s did. Their 
total of 1,105 placed 
them third behind the 
winners, Birmingham 
(1,214), and Hampshire 
(1,138). 

Thank you, Gian. If 
the rumour that you plan 
to retire at the end of the 
summer term is true, we 
are delighted that (possi¬ 
bly) your final sportshall 
outing was such a won¬ 
derful experience! You 
have just made a huge 
personal contribution to 
the most successful 
month in the history of 
the Cardiff & the Vale of 
Glamorgan Schools 
Athletics Association’s 
history. Mind you, there 
is still the summer sea¬ 
son to come - and who 
knows what will happen 
then?
